BROOKSVILLE, Fla. (AP)—AIl that remains of a plaque to the 
leader of the Boishevik Revolution lies en the bottom of a small 
Florida lake today. Government officials ordered removal of the 
plaque to Nikolai Lenin when they learned it had keen on federal 
property for about three years. Lenin died in 1924. Boy Scouts, 
hiking over the 2,000 acres of the U. 8. Department of Agriculture 
experimental station near Brooksville found the plaque a year ago. 
The agriculture station once was the estate of the late Coil. and Mrs. 
Raymond Robins. Mrs. Rebins ordered the piaque before her 
death in 1946 but it was not placed under a large oak tree until 
after Robins died in 1954. Robias became acquainted with Lenin 
and other Bolshevik leaders while serving in a food relief program 
in Russia in 1917, When officials learned of the plaque, they had
